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PA hockey rink has neighbors heating up

Neighbors troubled by plans for the new 
Phillips Academy hockey rinks approached 
selectmen Monday night with concerns they 
say demand a second look. 

It is a possibility that the town will join the 
residents in fighting the plan “as is,” if particu- 
lar issues about increased traffic are not satis- 
fied, said Planning Director Steve Colyer. 

Tom Childs of 244 Main St. read a letter, 
signed by several other neighbors, that he had 
sent to Phillips Academy on June 6. “We are 
very concerned about proposed developments 
at the Phillips Academy campus,” he said, cit- 
ing public safety and traffic issues. Childs 
requested that the plan be revised “so the 
impact on the neighbors is minimized.” 

Childs and other neighbors have not 
retained legal counsel, and Childs declined to 
comment on that possibility. 

However, PA Director of Facilities Michael 
Williams said Wednesday that the Academy 
has not yet done all the research necessary to 
respond to Childs’ concerns. 

Childs’ letter cited the single-residence zon- 
ing of the proposed facility’s plot as inappropri- 
ate for the building that is supposed to go there. 

“We would like the academy to reassess the 
appropriateness of building a facility of this 
size and magnitude in a SRB-zoned residential 

ea,” he said. The building size, increased 
activity day and night, location near wetlands, 
and additional traffic do not comply with the 
SRB zoning requirements and restrictions, he 
argued. 

However, Colyer says the zoning is irrele- 
vant, according to the state’s Dover Amend- 
ment. The Dover Amendment prevents zoning 
restrictions on facilities for religious, educa- 


tional, or child-care uses. 

“Phillips Academy is an education facility, 
so the zone is moot,” he said. In addition, PA’s 
large amounts of acreage make it unlikely that 
the facility would not comply with SRB restric- 
tions, which say that a plot must contain 30,000 
square feet of land and 150 feet of frontage. 

Childs also argued that the majority of the 
groups utilizing the hockey rink, such as out- 
side leagues and non-profit organizations, will 
not fall under the Dover Amendment’s exemp- 
tions. 

“Tt’s an increasingly gray area,” he said. “So 
much of the use of the hockey rinks will be pub- 
lic and outside of the use of the academy.” If 
Phillips receives revenue for the outside usage 
of the rink, then that is more reason the facility 
should not be protected by the Dover Amend- 
ment, he said. 

Williams disagrees. He said the majority of 
other organizations that will have access to the 
rink fall under the legal definition of education- 
al institution, including the Andover Youth 
Hockey Association. 

On Monday, another South Main Street resi- 
dent also voiced worry over a_ potentially 
increased traffic flow. “I already have trouble 
getting out of my driveway,” he said. “I worry 
about my safety in the future, because there’s 
going to be a lot more traffic than what there is 
now.” 

Colyer said he shares this concern. He wants 
the school to make the facility's entrance at 
Route 28 as safe as possible, and he would like 
to see the increased traffic flow split between 
Route 28 and Salem Street. Colyer also wants to 
petition the state to reduce the speed limit in 
that section of Route 28 to make it safer for the 
neighborhood and facility users. 
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But the proposed traffic route 
was recommended by professional 
trafic consultants hired by 
Phillips, Williams said. 

Their proposal is safe and 
appropriate for state highway stan 
dards, and possible traffic volume 
was estimated very generously, 
“because we don’t want to be sur 
prised,” said Williams. According 
to the consultants, there will not be 
a significant increase in traffic 
flow to worry about anyway. 
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Colyer said residents have a 
right to file petitions to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals against PA’s 
plans to go ahead with the facility 

“The ball is in Phillips’ court 
now,’ Childs said. “We're waiting 
for a response to our letter.” 

If PA applies for a building per 
mit with the current plans, Childs 
said he’s prepared to continue 
fighting. “We'll discuss it at the 
(June 27) meeting,” he said. 

For now, he said, the debate is 
in limbo. “We brought (the issue) 
to the selectmen to bring it to their 
attention,’ Childs said. “Now at 
least they know where we stand.”

Beef up the 
honor roll, 
not its numbers 


Andover is credited with having a 
terrific school system. Its schools are 
one of the main reasons most newcom- 
ers give for moving to town. 

So criticizing the schools for the 
large number of Andover High School 
kids who make the honor roll may 
seem a bit like nitpicking. 


The trouble is, when more than half 


of a class makes the honor roll, the 
term loses its meaning. 

Making the honor roll is meant to be 
a special occurrence, not something 
that happens as a matter of course. 

After all, school systems already 
have an award they give to students 
just for showing up. It’s called perfect 
attendance. 

They don’t need another. 

None of which is to say that making 
the honor roll is not a difficult and ful- 
filling task for some students. But when 
more students make the roll than do 
not, it’s likely that a number of talented 
students are making the roll simply by 
going through the motions. And that 
defeats the purpose of the honor roll. It 
was never meant for everyone. 

So the schools should at least devote 
some time to seeing why it has become 
so commonplace to make the roll. 

Maybe Andover has a remarkable 
collection of students who excel in 
nearly every class. 

Perhaps a large number of students 
are trying so hard that teachers have 
no choice but to give them all superla- 
tive marks in nearly all their courses. 

Perhaps some teachers are succumb- 
ing to pressure from students and par- 
ents with an eye on college admissions. 
Right now, it’s impossible to know for 
sure why grades are so high without a 
school study. 

Certainly, in recent years, there have 
been more pressing issues than this. 

The troubled construction project, a 
change to block scheduling, a revolving 
door of principals and the effort to gain 
funding for two new schools all had to 
take precedence. 

But School Committee member Skip 
Eccles is right to question why so many 
students are receiving high marks. The 
schools should create a group that can 
answer his question and make sure the 
honor is kept in making the honor roll.

PA: Rink design has 
stayed the course 


Editor, Townsman: 

We appreciate the coverage of 
Phillips Academy’s plans to build a 
community hockey rink. However, I 
would like to correct one inaccuracy in 
the article in the June 1 Townsman on 
the proposed plans. 

The design has not changed signifi- 
cantly since it was first introduced in 
March 1999 at a community meeting 
attended by many of our neighbors. 
The article incorrectly stated that 
Phillips Academy distributed plans last 
fall that showed one rink and 70 park- 
ing spaces. The sketches and design 
have always included two rinks with 
the required parking, the first rink to 
be constructed now and the second to 
follow in a few years. This approach is 
what we continue to plan. 

Modest architectural changes have 
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been made, including a reduction of 
eight parking places in the current 
plan from the plans displayed in March 
1999. 

The final number of parking spaces 
for both rinks has varied between 150 
and 208 (currently at 200) as the design 
has developed over the past year and a 
half. 

The rinks have substantially been 
the same in size, and have included the 
same facilities throughout the planning 
and design stages. 

As reported, we have held four com- 
munity meetings with neighbors of 
Phillips Academy and are incorporat- 
ing features in the design to address 
their concerns. The new hockey facility 
is being planned to serve Phillips Acad- 
emy students, as well as children and 
adults from Andover and surrounding 
communities.

The community was told that one 
school had a model OT program that 
the administration would like to see 
employed across the district. Assuming 
(maybe wrongly) that the interest in 
this one model involves integration of 
OT services into the classroom, my 
question is “Why couldn't it have been 
implemented?” 

Certainly the importance of class- 
room integration, consultation, and 
collaboration is not recent news. There 
are many examples of this type of ser- 
vice delivery in the literature (ex: Col- 
ing, 1991: Donaldson and Robertson- 
Goodrich, 1989). This type of service 
delivery is taking place in other 
venues, as well. 

Another issue to be considered in 
this matter is the kind of services that 
will be given to OT students next year. 
Again, I think we can be assured that 
Drs. Bach and Webb are not going to 
spend significantly more money than 
they do now. They would probably 
shout that news from the highest 
rooftop, for the PR value. Possibly, they 
will even spend less. If they spend less, 
or what they are spending now, ser- 
vices will change.

South’s DI team goes global

fter spending a week in Ames, 
Av at the Destination ImagiNa- 
tion Global Finals, the South Ele- 
mentary School fifth-grade team 
brought home fourth place in the world. 

Destination ImagiNation is an after- 

school program that encourages kids to 
expand their problem- -solving skills out- 
side the classroom in new ways through 
“mind-boggling” challenges. 

“We didn’t really go there caring 
about winning,” said team member 
Rachael Rosenberg, 11, “but I did have 
confidence after our performance. It felt 
really great.” 

“The presentation looks like a cute 
little skit, but it actually showcases the 
solutions they’ve been working on all 
year long,” said Sherry Gordon-Shulik, 
one of the team’s coaches. 

The team’s particular challenge this 


year, she said, was to brainstorm the 
ways one species could nurture another. 

“We had to have a certain species 
adopt another species,” said Rosenberg. 
“So we had a peacock adopting a manh- 
drill (a type of baboon, apparently 
known for its poor temperament). It 
would be good, because that would show 
the mandrill adapting to his new family, 
even though he isn’t very nice.” 

The kids came up with a creative sce- 
nario that involved peacocks, a rainfor- 
est, many different animals, and lots 
and lots of research. 

“You can only use up to $100 in the 
program,” said Shulik, referring to the 
team’s limit on preparation expenses. 
“But they created this beautiful back- 
drop (for the skit) and they used huge 
amounts of recyclables.” 

Spreading the word about recycling 
is only one of the many messages the 


kids sent to their viewers at the Univer- 
sity of Iowa, where the Globals were 
held. 

“By showcasing the problems of the 
rainforest, the kids were highlighting 
the fact that we need to take care of the 
world,” Shulik said. 

A combination of challenges involv- 
ing a long-term problem, which was the 
nurturing challenge, and an unexpected 
short-term instant problem that kids 
need to solve on the spot makes up the 
competition. 

The team, consisting of four girls and 
two boys, worked all year long on the 
long-term problem, Shulik said. They 
also practiced solving surprise instant 
problems to prepare for the competition. 
At first, the students devoted one day a 
week to meetings. Then, it increased to 
a couple of days a week, until, finally, 
the kids were meeting every day. And 
that work really paid off. 

“If you come up with a solution, then 
you're a winner,” Shulik said. “When 


they’re done, they get a high, a real rush 
from it. No medal or trophy could ever 
match that.” 

However, the gains that come with 
competing in Destination ImagiNation 
are more than just a well-deserved victo- 


“It’s great winning, but you're teach- 
ing the kids lifelong skills,” she said. 
“You're teaching them how to do 
research, how to present things - it’s the 
skills they'll take with them. We want 
the kids to realize there’s more than one 
solution to everything,” she said. 

While the coaches are always present 
to supervise and encourage, the rule 
book states that adults are not allowed 
to guide the kids or make suggestions. 
The result is supposed to be purely 
young people’s innovations, and it ends 
up that way. The kids come up with 
solutions that no adult would ever think 
up, said Shulik. 

“You have to let the kids go down the

Fully half of the 
318 soccer players, basketball players, and wrestlers interviewed 
by University of Minnesota researchers believed they could be 
helped by mouth guards, but only 6% reported using them.

Grossman: Leadership needed

Asked what he thinks the people of 
Andover would like about him, candi- 
date Stephen Grossman notes he’s had 
some success running a number of dif- 
ferent kinds of companies. 

After all, this is a guy who’s current- 
ly president of both MassEnvelope Plus 
and Givenation.com. Grossman says 
that savvy is needed in the governor’s 
office. “Simply put, I think it’s pretty 
clear to a lot of people in the state that 
we have a leadership void in the gover- 
nor’s office,” he says. “I see the role of 
governor as being the role of the chief 
executive.” 

Grossman says he would focus on 
economic development and investment 
programs that will affect everyone in 
the state.

“Bottom line, the state and its work- | 
force, long term, is much better off | 
because of these investments,” he says. 

But Grossman says he’s worried 
about as many as 10,000 kids failing the | 
MCAS in 2008. 

“T've always been concerned about | 
evaluating someone based on one set of 
criteria. It reminds me of the Roman 
Colosseum — up or down,” he says. 

Grossman says he would greatly 
increase the money going to remedia- | 
tion and is “favorably disposed to tak-

Birmingham: Educational focus

In a interview with the Townsman 
during his visit to Andover last Friday, 
Senate President Tom Birmingham tried 
to paint himself as stronger on education 
and more fiscally responsible than 
potential gubernatorial rival Paul 
Cellucci. 

Saying he spends at least one day a 
week at a public school, Birmingham also 
noted his senate budget proposed about 
$150,000 more for Andover students than 
the governor’s budget. 

Although he does not support cutting 
the income tax to five percent, Birming- 
ham said this shows his fiscal responsi- 
bility, rather than a phobia of tax cuts. 
Given the Big Dig overruns, Birming- 
ham says the governor’s continued sup- 
port of a income-tax cut to five percent is 
“almost maniacal.” 


Taxes 

In fact, Birmingham says it is “intel- 
lectually dishonest” of Cellucci to say the 
state can continue expanding programs 
if it makes this cut, considering Big Dig 
cost overruns are estimated as high as $2 
billion. 

“It’s beyond Reaganomics. It’s 
Rumpelstiltskinomics. Rumpelstiltskin 
was a guy who took straw and spun it 
into gold. It’s a fairy tale. The governor 
would like to delude us into believing we 
can be all things to all people,” he says. 
“The Democrats have often been consid- 
ered the party of social responsibility, 
now it’s incumbent on us to be the party

of fiscal responsibility.” 

But Birmingham maintains he does 
not have a phobia of tax cuts. Because 
Massachusetts ranks nearly last in the 
US. in charitable giving, he has support- 
ed a $160 million expansion in what can 
be taken as a charitable deduction. 

He also touted the senate-approved $50 
million circuit breaker for house-rich 
but cash-poor senior citizens. This tax 
credit allows seniors of moderate 
income, in homes valued at less than 
$400,000, to collect up to a $750 tax credit.

Kartell trial 
Defense readies 


Defense attorney J.W. Carney is expected 
to try to use the next week of the Kartell 
trial to convince the jury that plastic sur- 
geon James Kartell shot and killed Janos 
Vajda in self-defense inside Suzan Kamm’s 
hospital room last February.

To Ladd, he nodded and 
said, “I commend you for all that hard 
work — 200 hours of complaints!” 

It is within the authority of the 
selectmen to ban a dog from the com- 
munity, hold the dog quarantined, or 


voting that, for now, Eppi and his 
owner will be on probation, meaning 
the dog must not be unsupervised out- 
side between 9 p.m. and 7 a.m.

Accomplished artists 
to visit Main Street gallery

Bring out your creative palate and your attention to detail, as 
high art will soon hit the heart of downtown.

Archaeology meeting Tuesday 

The Northeast Chapter of the Massachu- 
setts Archaeological Society will sponsor a 
meeting Tuesday, June 20 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Robert S. Peabody Museum, Main Street. 

The program, “An Evening for Bill 
Eldridge: Recognition and Reception” is open 
to the public free of charge. 

Eldridge will be honored for his archaeo- 
logical accomplishments and awarded a life- 
time membership to the Northeast Chapter of 
the Massachusetts Archaeological Society. 
Known as one the “Bull Brook Boys,” he is 
one of the original excavators of the Bull 
Brook Paleo Site in Ipswich. 

The Bull Brook story began in the late 
1940s with Eldridge’s discovery of an unusual 
stone tool that proved to be a fluted point from 
the Paleo age, dating to 10,000 years ago. Dur- 
ing the next thirty years, the “boys” 
unearthed over 40 areas of Native American 
artifacts. 

Mary Lou Curran, from Peabody Essex 
Museum, Salem, Mass., and others will high- 
light Eldridge’s work and the excavations that 
did so much to advance New England archae- 
ology.

Ed reform 

Birmingham spent much of the inter- 
view discussing his views on education. 

Asked what he wants Andover resi- 
dents to know about him, Birmingham 
said his upbringing had made improving 
education a pillar of his political plat- 
form. 

“I grew up in Chelsea in a rented 
apartment in a triple decker. Neither of 
my parents had gone to college, but they 
made education a top priority,” he says. 
“It’s because of that experience that edu- 
cation remains my top priority. I want to 
make sure that no student is resigned to 
second-class status, that we make our 
schools the very best in the United States.

Birmingham gives Education Reform 
high marks, but adds “we have not yet 
lowered the playing field.” 

However, he notes that when Ed 
Reform started in 1998, some town’s were 
spending $3,000 per student, while others 
were spending $12,000. Ed Reform has 
helped provide more money to all areas, 
but particularly to disadvantaged areas. 

Andover receives about $5 million, 
while Lawrence receives closer to $90 
million. but state Sen.

The requirements to achieve 
honors have changed while Darrin 
has taught at AHS, he said, and the 
current system may make it easier 
for students to make the roll.

looks at a student’s overall average per term. 
Therefore, even if a student gets a C in one 
class, enough A’s in other classes can still help 
them make honors. 

“(A student’s) average only has to be the 
equivalent of A’s and B's,” Darrin said. “It 
allows people to play their strengths against 
their weaknesses. To that extent it’s a dimin- 
ished honor.” 

Darrin pointed to grade inflation as a dri- 
ving force behind students’ too-easily-acquired 
honors. “I suspect that in many classes, the 
average (grade) is closer to a B-minus than a 
C.” he said. “Part of that is hopefully students 
choosing the right courses, but some of that is 
grade inflation.” 

Many students, however, feel strongly that 
course demands are more than rigorous. “The 
teachers here definitely don’t grade too easily,” 
said sophomore Robyn Ginsberg. “Tf you don't 
try, then you definitely don't do well.” 

Several AHS students feel it is hard work in 
class that earns most of honor recipients their 
place on the honor roll. 

“I think kids deserve to be on the honor roll 
if they do the work,” said sophomore Kaitlin 
Hyde. Upping the standards, or even eliminat- 
ing the honor roll, would have a negative 
impact on kids who already work hard to earn 
their spot, she said. “(Many students’) parents 
expect them to be on the honor roll,” she said. 
“If the standards were raised, I think a lot of 
students would just give up. And if they took

the honor roll away, I don’t think (students) 
would strive for anything.” 

But. for kids to whom honors comes too easi- 
ly each and every term, the honor roll would 
not necessarily be missed, said recent graduate 
Matthew Konjoian. “For some kids who always 
get the honor roll, it doesn’t mean as much,” he 
said. 

All that is needed to achieve honors is a 3.0 
grade point average each term, said Konjoian, 
who has always made A’s and B’s. “Maybe they 
should beef up the GPAs a little bit.” 

But those steps have already been taken, 
said Bach. Only months ago, AHS altered the 
GPA system, eliminating A-pluses and lower- 
ing the equivalent of 100 points to a solid A. 
This change “makes (the grading system) a lit- 
tle more standard,” she said. 

In addition, this year students were required 
to take up to seven and a half credits in order to 
graduate — an increase of two credits from last 
year. 

Girdwood was unsure of exactly how much 
the topic has been mentioned among school 
administrators, because Andover High has 
dealt with several other challenges that have 
demanded immediate attention, such as the 
juggling of principals. 

“We've made progress at the school, but 
maybe not as much as we'd like,” she said. 
Girdwood added that she does not have enough 
information to judge whether classes are chal- 
lenging enough for students, or whether teach- 
ers might feel pressured to give high grades. 

Despite so many concerns, several graduat- 
ed students report that they excel in college as a 
result of their AHS education. “Many kids 
come back to say they feel well prepared for col- 
lege,” said Darrin. “That speaks to the fact that 
there is some rigor (in classes).” 

Further discussion among administrators 
concerning the honor roll and the problems it 
may point to will not be revisited at least until 
mid-fall, said Bach. And it is not certain that 
school administrators will take up the cause; 
she might recommend it next year as a topic for 
the town-wide Parent Teacher Organization, 
which meets once a month. However, because 
the honor roll has never surfaced at previous 
PTO meetings, Bach considers it another clue 
that the honor roll implications are not that 
hot. 

“T'm really not sure this is a big issue,” she 
said.
